ing and Henderson was sure his left 
ye had been torn from the sock et, 
farmer who came upon the scene 
ok off his overcoat and put it around 
Walls. 
Next he came to Fireman J. 
fL. lloutt and pulling his head and 
^houlders up on a board he saw that 
he was dead and went on to Engi 
r 
R. J. Conley, who was crying man­ 
fully for help and was evidently in 
great agony. 
As has been frequently 
stated before, he says that Conley 
owes his life to the timely work of a 
tramp, who had been stealing a ride 
on the train. 
The tramp was shut up 
in a box car about five cars back of 
the engines and was not seriously in­ 
jured. 
He k nock ed on the car door 
and attracted the attention of someone 
who got the car door open and liber­ 
ated him. 
He was soon attracted by 
the calls of Engineer Conley for help 
and went to him and rendered assist­ 
ance and stayed right with him till he 
was rescued. 
When Henderson ana 
others arrived and began to remove 
the timbers the debris from around 
the body of Conley he would utter a 
sigh of relief as every 
weight was 
lifted from him. 
His rescuers finally 
got a blank et around him and sue- 
| ceeded in getting him out of the wreck - 
!age. 
After Amick , Walls, Routt, Conley, 
Emily and Lee had been located and 
the three that were yet alive had re- 
I ceived their first attention, it was 
found that two others were still miss 
ing, Fireman Henthorn and Brak eman 
» Frank Hattabaugh. 
Henthorn bad 
made his way to the caboose and was 
in there in a sort of half dazed condi­ 
tion and could hardly tell how he got 
there. 
Later some one crawled in un- 
j der the wreck for several feet and dis­ 
covered the body of Hattabaugh.

b ab es at Bethlehem for His sake, the 
first m artyrs for Him. 
In Matt. I, 1,

Washington, Jan. I.—For the first six 
months of the new fiscal year which 
ended yesterday the deficit of revenue 
is $56,500,000. 
The working cash bal­ 
ance in the treasury is only $28,267,- 
000. 
The situation is not one that is 
at all to the liking of the treasury offi­ 
cers, especially as the only plan of re­ 
lief provided by law cannot be availed 
of because of the Aldrich emergency 
currency act. 
The treasury finds It 
impractical to reissue Panama bonds 
because the outstanding 2 per cents 
have already been depressed below 
par and a new issue of 3 per cents, it 
is believed, would still further depress 
the 2s. 
Various reasons have been advanced 
for the depression of the 2 per cent 
securities, but the treasury officers be­ 
lieve that the provisions of the Aldrich 
emergency currency act, which made 
railroad and other acceptable securi 
ties available as a basis for bank-note 
circulation reduced the demand for the 
Panama 2s and resulted In depressing 
the price below par. 
The secretary of 
the treasury recognized this condition 
of affairs when he made an order re­ 
cently that railroad, state and munici­ 
pal bonds be acceptable in the future 
as a basis for circulation and called 
for the retirement in February of all 
such securities now deposited in the 
treasury for such purposes. 
For the 
present the hands of the treasury offi­ 
cers are tied until legislation can be 
had that will serve to maintain the 
parity of the 2 per cents and until the 
full affects of the retirement of the 
railroad, municipal and state bonds 
can be felt. Up to this time there has 
been paid out of the current funds of 
the government for construction work 
on the Panama canal approximately 
$100,000,000. 
This money is to be re­ 
imbursed from the sale of additional 
canal bonds, and if they could be is­ 
sued at once the treasury situation 
would respond immediately by the I 
heavy addition to the working balance j 
through the restoration of the cash, 
taken from it to meet canal expenses. 
Friends of the tariff law defend that 
measure as a revenue producing act 
and point out that one important pro- , 
vision of the law. the corporation tax, 
has not begun to bear fruit in the way 
of revenue.

and slender.

In beginning this drawing the head should be 
drawn first (about twice the size printed 
in 
Fig. 1). 
Measure the eyes, nose and mouth in 
relation to each other,‘getting each feature plated 
in the outlines of the face, before putting on tho 
hat, th£n when you have the head drawn, extend 
two lines down from the side of face, as shown 
in Fig. 2. 
Then measure and draw other lines 
down, as hi Fig. 2*., Measure the length of the 
face in relation to the body by drawing lines 
ficross the body.
